FRANK  J.  SYMMES — Fine,  ruffled  dark  salmon 
pink. 

GERALDINE  FARRAR— The  best  light  blue  of 
American  origin.

Although  it  has  been  in  commerce  for  three  years, 
this  fine  glad  is  quite  scarce.  Good  spike,  color  a 
trifle  lighter  than  Farrar  and  smaller  blotch.  It  is 
one  of  the  loveliest  things  in  our  garden. 

M  U  R I E  L — A  standard  lavender  blue  with  deeper 
blotch.

ROMANCE — Salmon  rose  bordered  blue.  A  good 
grower.  It  is  very  popular.

Blooms  are  of  good  size, 
on  a  strong,  willowy  stem.  The  color  holds  well  with¬ 
out  fading.  It  is  a  wonderful  propagator  and  has 
commercial  possibilities  of  rivaling  Rose  Ash  and 
Bengal  Tiger. 

SCAR  LA  NO- — Good  standard  scarlet  red.  Excellent 
color  and  fine  commercial  variety. 

SCARLET  PRINCEPS — The  favorite  of  the  Western 
flower  markets.
